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Liberals  Under  New  Leader 


MR.  Arthur  Laing'a  ejection  as  leader 
of  the  British  Columbia  provincial 
Liberal  party  appears  to  eliminate  any 
possibility  of  Liberals  and  Progressive 
Conservatives  entering  into  another  coali- 
tion aftpr  the  general  election  on  June  9. 
The  question  of  a partnership  between 
these  Iwo  did  not  arise  last  year,  since 
even  if  they  had  re-joined  forces  they 
would  not  have  had  enough  seats  to  form 
a government.  It  has  been  open  to  con- 
jecture, however,  whether  or  not  the 
LiberaLs  ann  Progressive  Conservatives 
might  consider  a new  alliance  in  the  event 
of  their  winning  enough  seats  between 
them  this  year  to  enable  them  to  control 
the  House. 

Under  Mr.  Laing  it  seems  virtually 
certain  that  the  Liberals  will  go  it  alone 
whatever  the  result  of  the  election  may 
be.  More  than  anything  else,  the  new 
Liberal  leader  is  conspicuous  for  his  deter- 
mination to  re-establish  the  party's  iden- 
tity. Probably  no  one  in  the  Liberal 


party  worked  harder  than  he  to  break  up 
the  Hart-Anscomb  and  Johnson-Anscomb 
coalitions.  At  previous  conventions,  al- 
though he  must  have  been  aware  that 
severance  of  the  partnership  might  result 
in  return  of  the  CCF  ‘Social  Credit  had 
not  appeared  on  the  scene  then,  and  the 
alternative  vote  had  not  been  introduced!, 
Mr,  Laing  campaigned  vigorously  for  a 
return  to  straight  party  lines. 

In  their  new  leader  therefore  the 
Liberals  have  a jjian  of  considerable 
political  courage.  It  may  take  more  than 
courage,  however,  to  regain  the  strength 
which  the  Literals  once  held  in  the  prov- 
ince. and  which  they  lost  largely  through 
unresponsiveness  to  the  wishes  of  the 
electorate.  It  is  not  likely  to  go  un- 
noticed that  the  platform  which  the 
Liberals  now  have  enunciated  contains 
many  proposals  which  the  old-line  Lib- 
erals had  ample  opportunity  to  carry  out 
In  the  past,  but  about  which  they  did 
nothing.

Yet  the  other  alternative  cannot  be 
ruled  out.  Moscow  and  Peking  may 
have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  a 
major  < though  not  necessarily  a per 
manentl  change  of  policy  Is  called 
for,  that  the  present  "line”  is  a rosily 
and  unprofitable  one.  If  so  the  rea- 
sons are  to  he  sought  In  the  domestic 
situation*  in  China  and  in  the  Soviet 
Union. 

For  China  there  ran  be  no  question 
• hat  the  prolongation  of  the  Korean 
war  Is  a serious  and  even  dangerous 
economic  drain.  It  hampers  the  work 
of  Industrial  development  and  the 
carrying-out  of  the  five-year  plan  on 
which  the  Peking  government  Is  evi- 
dently anxious  to  concentrate.  It 
cannot  be  popular  among  the  masses 
from  whom  It  call*  for  seemingly  un- 
ending sacrifices;  and  the  regime  has 
need  for  popularity. 

The  recent  mission  to  Moscow,  it 
Is  obvious  from  the  communique,  did 
not  succeed  In  obtaining  any  Bub-dan 
lial  offer  of  economic  aid  from  Rus- 
sia but  only  in  securing  a new  trade 
agreement  under  which  Russian 
"military  aid"  would  as  before  be 
paid  for  by  Chinese  expori*.  In  any 
case  the  five-year  plan  requires  the 
import  not  of  munitions  of  war  hut 
of  "civilian"  equipment  which  it  will 
be  difficult  for  the  Soviet  Union  to 
supply.  There  are  quite  substantial 
reasons  why  China  should  wish  to 
end  the  Korean  war

To  be  a delegate  to  the 
United  Nations  is  physically 
and  mentally  exhausting  ex 
perience.  Edgar  Mclnnis,  presi- 
dent of  the  Canadian  Uistllute 
of  International  Affairs  told  a 
meeting  of  Ihe  Victoria  branch 
of  the  United  Nations  Associ- 
ation last  night. 

Mr.  Mclnnis  was  one  of  two 
Canadians  appointed  a delegate 
to  the  world  body  at  the  fall 
sitting  of  1952. 

"Listening  to  someone  else 
talk  all  day.  then  hqving  to 
spend  the  evening  thinking  it 
over  is  tiring  work.”  he  said. 
INDISPENSABLE 

"In  spite  of  the  criticism 
leveled  at  the  UN,  I am  more 
convinced  than  ex’er  that  *urh 
an  organization  Is  absolutely 
indispensable." 

Mr.  Mclnnis  said  auch  an  or- 
ganization as  the  United  Na- 
tions  faces  a great  challenge 
In  its  very  existence. 

’The  world  is  still  a collection 
of  sovereign  states,  and  na 
tional  pride  still  stands  as 
something  of  an  obstacle  to  be 
overcome.  No  world  body  can 
hope  tn  overcome  this  situation 
for  a long  time."  he  said. 

He  said  nations  must  be  pre 
pared  to  give  free  cooperation 
If  the  body  Is  to  work  properly 

“Only  a tiny  fraction  of  the 
population  of  the  60  member 
countries  of  the  UN  realizes  the 
tremendous  scope  of  work  cov- 
ered by  the  organization."  he 
«ald  "The  people  and  news 
serves  are  primarilv  Interested 
In  the  political  ramifications  of 
the  A««.crnhlies  and  do  not  hear 
about  the  other  wonderful  work 
going  on." 


He  said  it  I*  essential  that 
chronic  distrust  does  not  get 
too  great  a hold  on  the  UN.  The 
distrust  between  the  East  and 
West  is  great,  but  seems  to  t>e 
settling  down  to  a more  co- 
operative basis. 

“An  automatic  feeling  of  co- 
operation seerns  to  have  begun 
at  the  assembly,  and  such  a way 
of  conducting  affair*  Is  to  the 
benefit  of  all”  he  said. 
STRUCTURE  DESCRIBED 

Mr.  Mclnnis  described  the 
new  United  N atoms— headquar- 
ters In  New  York  In  some  de- 
tail. and  told  how  the  general 
assembly  and  committee  meet- 
ings are  conducted. 

He  urged  that  a greater  inter- 
est be  taken  in  thr  UN,  that  it 
nor  be  given  the  opportunity  to 
fail. 

“It  h the  only  vehicle  of  world 
peace  and  unity  that  Is  surviv- 
ing present -flay  upheavals,”  ha 
said.
